organization, which was presented by 
Chairman Jennings, his committee also 
tendering nominations ‘for president and 
other officers.

CANE GRINDING — - 
IS UNDER WAY 
Sugar Conivany Devises 


Improved Methods of 
Deliveries 


in Palm Beach canal .and cars 
crossing from the field to the 
mill, grinding of cane is under 
way at the Florida Sugar & 
Foad Products Company's mill 
two miles southeast of Canal 
Point. : 

Sugar cane in that part of the 
plantation north of the canal is 
first being cut.*The P. & H. 
dragMne machine is being used 
in the process of loading the cane 
into cars on the tramroad but 
some changes will be made in it. 
Wagons drawn by fnules are al- 
so used. Fordsons with locomo- 
tive attachments pull the cars on 
the tramroad to the canal bank 


and across the barge bridge to 
the mill, where the sugar cane is lifted 
from the cars in slings and deposited 
in piles whence thé cane.is plated on 
the conveyor and run to the rolls and 
į crushed, 


third year the company is de- 
veloping methods of getting the sugar 
cane from the. fields to the mill more 
expeditiously than before. The experi- 
‘ence and testing are expected to be 
highly useful to other companies that 
are to establish sugar mills in the Ev- 
erghades, f 
Tt is as yet uncertain how the sugar 
in sacks will be moved from, the mill 
t ilroad station for shipmefit-to a 
r y at Savannah, Ga.

of Friday, February, the cold 
weather of that di ing gen- 
eral over the state; e damage 
to beans is in addition to the 25 
per cent loss caused three weeks 
before by heavy tains. The 
spring beans prodiiction will 
therefore be only Half of the 
yield estimated a ménth ago to 
come from the acreage that was 
in prospect at that ie. Higher 
prices will compensate for tlie 
loss in yield. 1 
Tomatoes were less badly 
damaged than were beans. Eng- 
lish peas eve came 
through all right. The acreage 
of potatoes in the laké region is 
too small to make the effect of 
frost on them of any concern. 
Tomatoes promise-to be a highly 
profitable csop. , 4 
Canal Point had a lower average tem- 
perature last week than any other point 
around the lake at which records are 
made but the. wind held/up and in con- 
»cQuence the district sustained relative- 
y small loss. despite the dow tempera- 
tures. There, was, no. Ios. 
‘but heavy damagé was dome at Bacoi 
Point All beans around Okeechobee 
were frozen’ out; Chosen and Belle 
Glade beans were practically wiped out, 
but the injury was less at South Bay 
and it is reported there was no frost 
at Clewiston and in only small spots 
at-Moore Haven. There was ice Fri 
morning at 20-mile bend on West 
h canal, All beans in that 
were frozen.

There is no report as to the effect of 
the cold on Hastings potatoes. At Jack- 
sonville, the point closest to Hastings 
at which weather records are kept, the 
tenrperature was 3l degrees on the 12th. 

Prices of beans in northern markets 
did not rie promptly despite the big 
cut in production and the reduced 3hip- 
ments. Not a car of beans went out 
of the state by freight in the 24 hours 
ending at noon February 12 and there 
were only three cars on the 13th, Four 
car loads of Florida beans reached the 
northern markets February 14 and 
three from California. Only three cars 
of beans passed Potomac Yards Sun- 
day, the 15th” No beans were held there 
for reconsignment. x 

South Bay is now the largest shipper 
of beans in the United States. Eleven 
cars from that territory went through 
Clewiston the latter part of last week: 
Only two cars of beans went north 
from the Wwer east coast—one from 
Delray: and one from Pompano—in a 
week's time. 

At Canal Point $4.00 a hamper was 
paid for fancy beans Monday. Five dol- 
lars and a half was paid at the dock 
Tuesday night. Later price quotations

WEST PALM ; BEACH, Feb. 20— 
Eloquent proof of the néed of the pa 
sage of the pruposed $990,000 bond issue 
for Everglades roads, might beyfound 
in the fact that the petition has. been 
delayed in reaching the county com- 
missioners because of the difficulty in 
circulating the paper in the ‘outlying 
districts owing to the lack of roads.

County Commissioner C. W. Bell of 
that district when questioned yesterday 
regarding the status of the proposed 
issue. It is the desire of those backing 
the issue to have the petitions signed 
by all the qualified voters in the Evet- 
glades, she said. 

But. the conditions of some of the 
roads and the lack of others, have de- 
layed the circulation, and to date two 
are still going thé rounds. However, 
Commissioner Bell was sure that th 
would be ready for presentation to the 
commissioners at their mect 
March 4 so that the matter can 
ried to consummation. 


CONTRACT LET ON 
NEW RIVER CANAL 


Arundel Company To Do, Work 
At Cost of Over One 
Million Dollars 


TALLAHASS Feb. 19.—The 
erglades drainage ‘board at a mee! 
today awartled a contract to the Aru 
del corporation of Baltimore, Md., tor 
deepening and widening the ^ ^ 
River canal for a distance of 21 mi 
above New river, near Fort Lauderdal 
Bids were opened on the project Jan- 
wary 14. 

The canal will be widened on an a 
erage of about 28 feet and made fi 
feet deeper than at present. "The work 
calls for an ien of $1,008,000. 

At the same ineeting the board grant- 
ed a pérmit to Palm Besch county for 
using the. embankments on the Hills- 
boro and North New River canals and 
the Lake Okechobee levee, ween) the 
towns of Belle Glade and South Da: 
for building a hard’ surfaced coun 
road. The state will donate reck exca 
vated from the canals for the hard sur- 
faceing. The road will be about five 
miles in length. It is a part of th: 
ross state biha between West Palm 

and Fort Myers, running south 
of Lake Okeechobee. $ 

Application from the Gladeview drain- 
age district in Palm Beach.county, on 
the cross-canal, was approved by the 
board for amended plans of reclamation. 
The new plans call for the subdrainage 
district to proceed with improvements 
in plans now in force. 

‘Application to the Newhall drainage 
district for approval of plans of tdxa- 
tion and financing also was approved 
by the board. authorizing the district 
to proceed with -levying of dramage 
taxes and issuance of bonds for the dis- 
trict, which is in the vicinity of Moore 
Haven, This district was created less 
than si nd has broken 
all records in the drainage district for 
getting down to actual work, according 
to F. C. Elliot, chief drainage engineer.

44,000 ‘ACRES SELL 
‘AAT OVER A MILLION 


Unimproved Land In Northwest- 
ern Corner of County on 
. Route of Seaboard 


A syndicate headed by Alfred 
H. Wagg of West Palm Beach 
has bought from Howard Cole 
of Lenox, Mass., 17,000 acres of 
land in téwnships 38 and: 39, 
range 38, in the northwest cor- 
ner of Palm’ Beach county for a 
reported consideration- of near 
half a million dollars. The deal 
was made through Burguieres & 
Chipley of West Palm Beach. A 
large.block of land'on the west of 
this tract was bought a few 
months ago from W. C. Powell 
& Company by the Seaboard Air 
Line railway's land department. 

Chicago investors represented 
by W. W. Tibbetts of West Palm 
Beach have bought from the 
Southern States Land and Tim- 
ber Company 27,000 acres in 
townships 38 and 39, range 39, 
for $675,000. This tract joins 
the Cole lands and is adjacent to 
the’ Seaboard’s property. 

The two transactions cover 
44,000 acres and involve pay-

TO COME FRIDAY ` 


Puts Beans on. Markets 
Earlier and In Better 
Condition ES 


LOW FREIGHT RATE 


Arrangement Made To 
Forward Express To 
Xx Okeechobee 


, Railroad transportation ser- 
vice to East Beach will be ef- 
fective by the end of the pres- 
ent week. W. H. Vann, vege- 
table buyer, placed an 'order 
Wednesday night for the plac- 
ing of an iced car at the sand 
cut three miles north of Canal 
Point, the car to be set out there 
today. "Work trains will move 
cars until the schedule goes in- 
to effect some time in April. 

_F. W. Kirtland of St. Augus- 
tine, general traffic manager of 
the Florida East Coast railroad,* 
is at Canal Point organizing the 
arrangements for handling the 
spring crop from this territory. 
He.is accompanied’ by Thomas 
Beckwith of Miami, fruit and 
vegetable agent, who will remain 
here throughoüt the season; 

Express service as well as refrigera- 
tor service will be rendered. A, box 
car will be set out each day to receive 
express shipments and a work train 
will pick up the car and take 'it to 
Okeechobee, where the shipments will 
be transferred to express cars. 

"It costs 10 cents.a package to boat 
shipments to Clewiston and the freight 
rate from Clewiston is three and a half 
cents more than from Canal’ Point, 
Mr. Vann said. Wednesday

Express stuff moves a little 
faster than the refrigerated but the re- 
frigerated stuff gets in to the markets 
in better condition than the express,

Warning, is given, however, that 
notice must be given in order to get re- 
frigerated cars set out at the sand cut, 
as the Okeechobee ice plant is too small 
to furñish enough ice for the cars and 
the ice has to come from New Smyrna.

"We cannot et 
handle sifipments of incoming freight 
in less than car load lotg but if-a deal- 
er wants to bring in a full car of any

Smoke from trash burned in 
fields is not enough to keep off 
frost—there must be a fire that 
will give off.heat, and enough 
heat to raise: the temperature 
and overcome the cold. This is 
a conclusion warranted from the 
experience of trucker3 on the 
eastern shore of the lake during 
the cold'spell last week. Dense 
smoke was made in some „fields 
back of the ridge by burning 
"trash" but beans were fro ted 
all the same. .In other fields 
frost was kept off by burning 
good solid wcod ard making a 
hot fire and keeping the tire go- 
ing. The hot fires from solid 
wood did not make much smoke. 
There were cases where smoke 
was made and there was no 
frost but jt is likely that in such 
cases there would not have been 
any frost even if there had not 
been any smoke. 

The likelihood of frost in Feb- 
ruary and March is an argument 
for small acreage. My judg- 
ment is that truckers who are 
to be successful will use heaters 
in their fields, and heaters’ are 
more practical in small” fields 
than in large. The trucker who 
brings a small acreage through 
a frost will have an interest in 
his crop that will induce him to 
look after it carefully in all other 
ways, also. The Skinner Machin- 
ery Company, operating on the 
west coast, makes a practical 
heater; if the advertising. man 
for the company was wise he 
would ‘have an advertisement in 
The Everglades News, and create 
interest among Everglades 


truckers in his heaters.

Ed Simmons, the ‘locktender, 
recalled that in a year-in which 
there was unusually cold weath- 
er he saved a patch of beans on 
Torry Island by making, hot 
fires.

HATCH EARLY. AND GIV! 
PULLETS TIME TO DEVEL 


"During. the next several 
weeks considerable ‘attention 
will be paid to filling the incu- 
bator and setting the hen. Now 
is the time for ús to act if we 
expect to be fully stocked this 
fall with well developed pullets,” 
says N. R. Mehrhof, poultryman 
for the Agricultural Extension 
Division of the University of 
Florida. “We cannot afford to 
wait until the hot months are 
here before we decide to set a 
few eggs.” 

Mr. Mehrhof advises poultry 
keepers to gather eggs now and 
start selecting them according 
to shape, size, and color. They 
should not be kept toc long, how- 
ever, as the longer hatching eggs 
are kept, the lower their. hatch- 
ability. Delays at this season 
will increase cost and lower 
profit. f 

Hatch so the pullets will be, 
fully developed by November 1. 
The heavier breeds, such as 
Rhode Island Red, : Plymouth 
‘Rock, and Wyandotte, will re- 
quire a longer growing period 
than the lighter breeds, such as 
the Leghorns and Anconas. Pul- 
lets of the heavier breeds require 
at. least six or seven months for 
development, somd requiring 
even longer thanjthis. Mr. Mehr- 
hof says it is not at all wise ‘to 
force growing pullets, and is bet- 
ter to have a normal developing 
period. B 

"The lighter breeds, such as 
Leghorns and Anconas, require 
less time to develop’ than “the 
heavier breeds, about five or six 
months being sufficient. -> 


Hastings Potatoes 

A final calculation of the total 
number of acres planted to early 
Trish potatoes in the state of 
Florida shows a reduction of 27 
1-2 per cent over 1924. . In the 
Hastings belt, composed of St. 
Johns, Flagler and Putnam coun- 
ties, the reduction amounts to 
20 per cent. The figures on 
acres have just been completed 
by: A. W. Clow, ` field manager 
for the Nix Produce 4 Company. 
His method of getting at the 
number of acres planted is 
through the number of bags of 
seed used in each locality and us- 
ing as a basis an average of 5 1-2 
bags per acre.

Land values cannot hold up when 
the productive capacity of the 
land is steadily reduced. 

At this frenzied stagé most 
everybody in South Florida is 
|more interested in selling land 
than in making use of it. As the 
taxes pile up the owners will be- 


tén to think of productive uses 


they can put the land to. Then 
they will raise. tomatoes for 
canning plants at seasons of the 
year when there is no danger of 
frosts. This is a hint that some 
of the land owners might very 
well file away in their records. 


“During 1925 there will prob- 
ably ‘be a sustained or slightly 
increased demand for such veg- 
etables as lettuce, celery, spinach 
and cucumbers, but little pros- 
pect for any increase in the de- 
mand for cabbage, onions and 
i tomatoes,” says a report of the 
United ‘States’ Department of 
j Agriculture.
